U.S. grants defecting 
Korean envoys asylum 


Anarchist festival flares 
in remote Nevada desert 


Intelligence coup 
may benefit allies 


WASHINGTON — The Clinton adminis- 
tration gave political asylum Tuesday to 
North Korea’s ambassador to Egypt and his 
brother, who is aLso a diplomat. 

That set up a potential intelligence 
bonanza for Washington and its 
allies. 

State Department spokesman ' 
James P. Rubin announced the 
defection of Chang Sung Gil, North 
Korea’s ambassador to Egypt, and 
his brother, Chang Hung So, who 
had been part of a trade mission in 
Paris. 

The ambassador is the highest- 
ranking diplomat to defect from the 
secretive Communist-ruled nation 


the sort of intelligence Chang has brought 
with him, there were news reports that the 
ambassador has important information 
about North Korea’s missile sales to Iran 
and Syria. As the North’s top diplomat in 
the Middle East and before that a vice for- 
eign minister, Chang almost certainly had 
access to the details of North Korea's clan- 
destine missile export program. 

“It is quite an intelligence coup," said 
Jae Ku, an export on Korea at the Center 
for Strategic and International Studies, a 
Washington think tank. “He had day-to-day 
knowledge of North Korea’s for- 
eign relations. If he cooperates 
with U.S. officials, I think we will 
learn a lot of important informa- 
tion." • ; 

Ku said Chang is potentially a 
more important source of informa- 
tion than Hwang Jang Yop, a rank- 
ing member of the North Korean, 
leadership who defected to South 
Korea in February.

Rubin said asylum was also granted to 
the ambassador’s wife. He said tire defec- 
tors are in the United States, but he 
declined to say where or when they might 
appear in public. 

Although Rubin also declined to specify 


defection, claimed that the govern- | 
ment in Pyongyang was preparing for a 
new war against South Korea, although 
Western intelligence analysis expressed 
doubts about die quality of his informal ion. 

U.S. officials said the incident will put a 
new chill on Washington-Pyongyang rela- 
tions, but with North Korea in the grip of a 
food crisis, the effect may not be serious.

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WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
federal government lias agreed to 
use Medicare money to pay teach- 
ing fiospituls nationwide to train 
fewer physicians. 

The step is being taken because 
of fears that too many doctors — 
particularly specialists — now are 
being trained under the old feder- 
al incentive system. 

That lias left Medicare, which 
this year will distribute more than 
$7 billion to teaching hospitals 
based on the number of doctors 
they train, paying more for ser- 
vices that could be provided less 
expensively by other health pro- 
fessionals. 

The new policy — quietly 
agreed to by Republican lawmak- 
ers during this summer’s balanced 
budget negotiations — opens to 
all 1,250 American teaching hospi- 
tals a New York state pilot project 
approved by the Clinton adminis- 
tration earlier this year.

ly, said Monday. 

Jewell settles 
with employer 

ATLANTA (AP) — Former 
Olympic bombing suspect Rich- 
ard Jewell has settled his lawsuit 
against his former employer, 
Piedmont College, for an undis- 
closed amount of money. 

Jewell’s attorney, Lin Wood, 
said Tuesday the north Georgia 
college will he dropped this Week 
from Jewell's libel suit against 
The Atlanta Journal-Constitution. 
The newspaper will remain as a 
defendant, he said. 

Jewell had alleged that 
Piedmont President Ray Cleere 
and a college spokesman,- Scott 
Kawles, slandered him in state- 
ments to the newspaper about his 
job performance and personality. 

Wood declined to say what led 
to the settlement or how much 
money Jewell will get. 


Consumer groups and health 
economists say there is an overall 
glut of doctors in the United 
States — even though many rural 
and inner-city low-income areas 
still run short, and general prac- 
‘ uce or family doctors are especial- 
ly needed. 

Experts disagree on who will 
benefit most — the medical pro- 
fession or consumers — from the 
new government policy designed 
to reduce the total number of doc- 
tors-in-training. 

Dr. Sidney Wolfe, director of 
the consumer watchdog group 
Public Citizen’s Health Research 
Group, said the glut of doctors has 
translated into “people getting 
operations they don't need and it's 
responsible for prices going up 
: higher,” as physicians try lo main- 
tain their incomes with fewer 
patients, 

But Tom Gctzen, director of the 
International Health Economists 
Association, said the marketplace 
is already making its own adjust- 
ments without the government's 
help. 

"That's why you’ve had people 
who are willing to work more for 
HMOs and willing to go into some 


of the more difficult environ- 
ments,” said Gctzen. 

To encourage the cutbacks in 
on-the-job training slots for new 
medical school graduates — 
known as residencies — Medicare 
will temporarily continue to pay 
fully for teaching programs that 
discontinue 20 to 25 percent of 
positions. 

Hospitals dial participate in the 
voluntary program will be expect- 
ed to cut mainly specialized resi- 
dencies and keep the percentage 
of students in general practice 
training at least stable, if not 
increase it. W 

The hospitals also will be 
encouraged to use the money to 
find ways to make up for those 
doctors-in-training, including 
using other health care workers 
such as nurse practitioners and 
physician assistants. 

Under the previous policy, hos- 
pitals would immedij tcly lose that 
government money if they ait any 
resident positions. 

The Congressional Budget 
Office estimates that alxiut $900 
million will lie saved by 2002 as 
the resident slots are phased out 
over five years. 




- WASHINGTON (AP) — Can 
Americans be trusted to decide 
whether they want to be protect- 
ed by automobile air bags? 

That question has been per- 
plexing federal regulators, 
automakers and safety advocates 
for nearly nine months, with no 
date set yet for a decision. 

“The proposal all along has 
been to allow some form of discon- 
nection," Phil Frame, a spokes- 
man for the National Highway- 
Traffic Safety Administration, 
said Tuesday. "How you achieve 
dial ... has l>ccn the discussion.’’ 


A decision originally was expect- 
ed in the spring but has dragged 
on in the face of opposition from 
various interest groups. 

An estimated 2,000 lives have 
been saved by air bags in recent 
years, according to the agency. But 
die devices have also been blamed 
for 80 deaths — including 44 chil- 
dren — in low-speed accidents they 
otherwise would have survived, 
according to federal records. 

Youngsters and smaller people, 
mostly women, appear most vul- 
nerable to serious or fatal 
injuries when struck by the 


rapidly expanding bags, a situa- 
tion tliat has roused public fears. 

In January, NHTSA, which reg- 
ulates auto safety, suggested 
allowing vehicle owners to hove 
their air bags disconnected. The 
proposal came amid a continuing 
scries of reports of air-bag-relat- 
ed fatalities. It was endorsed by 
President Clinton.' 

A month earlier the agency had 
appeared to rule out cutoff switch- 
es because officials were convinced 
they would divert automakers’ 
resources from developing more 
technologically advanced air bags.

Flood ordinance opponents gather forces 

GRANGEVILLE — Barely a month into their campaign against tin 
Idaho County Hood plain ordinance, organizers of a petition drive 
claim to have more than enough signatures for a referendum elec- 
tion. 

At a notary party Friday in Grangeville, 1,100 signatures were 
notarized and 500 more are on petitions that have not yet been 
turned in, said Tom Simmons of Kamiah. 

“That gives us 1,600 signatures of the 4,000 goal that we have set 
by the fust week of December," he said Monday. 

The drive resulted from the county commissioners’ May decision 
to enact a flood plain ordinance. It applies only to new construction 
within a narrow corridor of the rivers in Idaho County, as defined by 
the Federal Emergency Management Agency. 

Groups meet in wake of spud shop raids 

IDAHO FALLS —Raids to nab illegal immigrants have prompt- 
ed formation of a coalition of eastern Idaho leaders who plan to 
monitor future roundups and counter theineffect on businesses. 

The group formed in the wake of a week-long scries of arrests in 
July. The U.S. Immigration and Naturalization Service netted 205 
illegals in the area, most of them working in potato-packing ware- 
houses. 

The group’s membership signals the widespread impact of the 
crackdown, said Sheila Olsen of the Idaho Falls major’s human 
relations committee. It includes people with ties to a migrant 
workers’ group, potato-packing companies, local churches and the 
Idaho Commission on Hispanic Affairs. 

U of I president focuses on faculty pay 

MOSCOW — University of Idaho faculty say they are demoral- 
ized by no raises and higher bills for health benefits. 

But university President Robert Hoover has a plan to Itoost the 
number of students enrolled and translate some of that money 
into better salaries. 

His plan calls for increasing enrollment on campus from 10,500 
to 12,500 over four years. By increasing class sizes and reallocating 
money. Hoover said, the school can come up with pay raises with- 
out depending on the Legislature. 

Among plans to reverse the declining enrollment is a $200,000 
media campaign paid by private donations. The schmil hired a 
Boise advertising firm in March after a study revealed Idaho resi- 
dents view the Moscow school as distant, remote and a party 
school.

Idaho prisoners held in Basiic, 
La., claim they have been beaten 
by guards, maced, denied med- > 


real treatment and fed mostly 
rice and grits, she said. 

Jardinc received a letter from 
her son at the prison in Basile 
complaining of conditions and 
later became aware of similar let- 
ters sent to other families. The 
organization has about 30 mem- 
bers. 

The American Civil Liberties 
Union supports the efforts. ACLU 
of Idaho Executive Director Jack 
Van Valkenburg said transferring 
prisoners out of state compounds 
rehabilitation problems. “We 
oppose transferring inmates out 
of state. You want them to have 
contact with family." 

The ACLU has received almost 
50 letters of complaint from 
Idaho prisoners in Louisiana, he 
said. 

In a letter last week to 


Corrections' Director James 
Spaulding, Van Valkenburg said 
inmates complained of being bit- 
ten by a brown recluse spider 
and poisonous spiders, frogs and 
other insects inside the facility. 
Inmates also complained (hat 


medical grievances go unan- 
swered. 

Unhappiness over their situa- 
tion sparked a riot by about 100 
Idaho prisoners that damaged 
windows and bunk beds at the 
Basile prison this past month.

LEWISTON (AP) — Idaho 
AFL-CIO leaders say U.S. Rep. 
Helen Chenowcth had no busi- 
ness calling on President Clinton 
to intervene in the United Parcel 
Service labor dispute. 

They vow to try again to topple 
tile Republican incumiKiM. 

Chenowcth urged Clinton to 
prod Teamster leaders to let their 
members vote on the company’s 
latest offer four days before the 
parties agreed on a contract. • 

“We don’t feel the federal gov- 
ernment should intervene in any 
collective bargaining," Idaho 
AFL-CIO President Dave Whaley 
said at a weekend Lewiston- 
Clarkston labor picnic. 

“Maybe Helen would like die 
president to intervene on her 
next deal in buying a car if she 
doesn’t agree will) a salesman,’’ 
he said. “I’m not sure we need a 
congressional representative to 
provide that type of representa- 
tion in the 1st Congressional 
District or the state of Idaho.”

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EEOC mandate licenses bad behavior 


I f ever the road to hell is paved 
with good intentions, it will be 
paved diagnosis by diagnosis with 
the Equal Employment Opportu- - 
nity Commission's new guidelines 
forbidding employment discrimination 
and mandating employer accommoda- 
tion of mental disabilities. 

Thu American Psychiatric Associa- 
tion's diagnostic manual lists 374 mental 
disorders that are potentially deserving 
of accommodation by employers under 
tlie Americans With Disabilities Act of 
1990. 

The office worker who suffers from 
Tourette’s disorder, for example, must be 
allowed an adjustment in his or her 
working conditions t hat takes account of 
the uncontrollable urge to call out ob- 
scenities. . 

The depressive who is groggy in the 
morning from medication is not asked to 
rise earlier in order to be fully awake for 
the job because the EEOC has specified 
that it is the employer who is required to 
accommodate the sleepiness. 

Where the disabled worker suffers 
from “intermittent explosive disorder” - 
repeated “episodes of failure to resist ag- 
gressive impulses that result in serious 
acts i>r destruction of property" - accom- 
modating the disability is going to be a 
challenge for even (he most liberal em- 
ployers. 

As a number of experts have noted, 
the new guidelines in many respects 
amount to a license to behave badly. 
l.atenoss, absenteeism, slovenliness, 
carelessness or rudeness must be accom- 
modated if these lichaviors are linked to 
a psychological condition. 

_.But tlie category of disorder that most . .. 
boggles the mind as necessitating em- 


ployer accommodation rather than em- 
ployee behavioral adjustment is that of 
the personality disorders, especially “an- 
tisocial personality disorder.” Persons 
with this affliction used to be known as 
sociopat hs. 

According to the psychiatric diagnostic 
manual, this distressing disorder is char- 
acterized by “repeatedly performing acts 
that are grounds for arrest ... repeated ly- 
ing, use of aliases or conning others for 
personal profit or pleasure ... irritability 
and aggressiveness, as indicated by re- 
pealed 'physical fights or assaults, reck- 
less disregard for safety of self or others, 
consistent irresponsibility, as indicated 
by repeated failure to sustain consistent 
work behavior or honor financial obliga- 
tions ... lack of remorse, as indicated by • 
being indifferent to or rationalizing hav- 
ing hurt, mistreated or stolen from anoth- 

It is impossible to imagine the range of 
accommodations necessary to turn such a 
person into a productive worker who will 
not he dangerous to tlie life or well-being 
of fellow employees, 'employers or the 
business itself. 

Only people who work in the insulated 
world of civil sen-ice could possibly have 
perpetrated such a hideous suspension of 
common sense as employer accommoda- 
tion to sociopat by. 

Only psychological professionals whose 
bread and butter is provided by tlie pro- 
liferation of so-called mental disorders 
could possibly conceptualizesuchbehav-. _ 
ior as manifestation of illness, to be ac- 


commodated on a par with arthritis, say, 
or cancer. 

. Only a society that has completely and 
comprehensively medicalized the con- 
cept of had behavior could possibly en- 
tertain the idea that it is the employer’s 
job to allow for the remorseless lying, 
stealing, aggressive sociopath. 

Congress sensibly has exempted from 
the EEOC rules those persons diagnosed 
with the “disorders" of kleptomania, py- 
romania and compulsive gambling, as 
well as many of the sexual disorders such 
as pedophilia, and those of alcohol and 
drag abuse. 

Congress should extend this rational 
approach to the rest of the mental diag- 
nostic manual. It should require the 
EEOC and all other government agen- 
cies dealing with so-called mental disor- 
ders to adopt a policy of blanket exclu- 
sion of the nearly 4G0 mental disorders 
recognized by the psychiatric associa- 
tion. 

Let disorders be introduced one by one 
and defended by mental health profes- 
sionals as genuinely biologically deter- 
mined before requiring any employer to 
change the conditions of the job or the 
workplace to accommodate them. 

• Reasonable accommodation to end 
mindless discrimination has become 
mindless accommodation to irresponsible 
behavior. Let Congress also spell out 
what is meant by “reasonable” accommo- 
dation before society finds itself gone to 
hell in ahandhasket of disabilities.

Reports on Teamsters spread misunderstanding 


H ere we are again with some 
seriously inadequate report- 
ing on the Tc-amstcrs, 
spreading misunderstanding 
nationwide. ’Hie long-ex- 
pected decision by federal election over- 
seer Barbara Zack Quindel that last 
year’s Teamster election has to be re rim 
was treated as though it were an aston- 
ishing revelation - evening newscasts, 
front-page treatment, etc. 

Actually, that story had bdeti widely 
reported for several months; everyone in- 
volved expected it. And the Carey forces 
did indeed foul up royally; what they did 
was both stupid and illegal, and the fact 
that they returned $200,000 in question- 
able contributions doesn’t make it any 
better. 

The scam was simple: Kickback money 
went into the Carey campaign, funneled • 
through a public-interest group, Citizen 
Action, and through Michael Ansaru, the 
head of a labor-oriented telemarketing 
firm, the Share Group.' 'Citizen Action, 
which had done good community organiz- 
ing work, is discredited and destroyed by 
this. One of Carey’s campaign consul- 
- (ants bus been indicted on mail fraud. — 
charges, and two others hate been forced 



to resign. Bad do’s all 'round. 

But, in addition to lieing old news, the 
story as reported last week contained 
some rather large lacunae (a fancy word 
for holes big enough for a Teamster to 
drive a track through). For one thing, it 
* might interest readers to know that 
Carey won even though Jimmy Hoffa 
(unspent him in that election by about 3- 
lo*l ($3.7 million to Carey’s $1.6 million), 
not that that excuses the Ansara scam. 

In addition to the endless repetitions in 
the headlines - “Carey, Corruption,” 
“Corruption, Carey" (Carey has been 
charged with no wrongdoing in this 
mess) -tit least one Sunday-morning chat* 
show gave a good chunk of air time to 
Hoffa with no response whatsoever from 
Teamster leadership. When you talk 
about corruption and the Teamsters, it is 
wise to billow the oldest rale of political 


reporting: “Look at the record.” Carey’s 
record is this: He was elected in 1991 
with the support of Teamsters for u 
Democratic Union, whose lft»vear strag- 
gle against the mob is one of the most 
heroic chapters in labor history. 

Since then, Carey lias placed more 
than 70 union locals under court-ordered 
trusteeship- more than one out of every 
10 locals. Hoffa and the old guard natu- 
rally claim that Carey was only replacing 
his political enemies within the union. 
Try New York Local 9G6, ran by Jack Mc- 
Carthy and his four sons for 30 years. Mc- 
Carthy had been convicted five times of 
labor racketeering. And so it went in lo- 
cal after local after local. 

Not that the process is complete by any 
means. The Village Voice pointed out in 
December that 807, the Javits Center lo- 
cal, has been run by Joe Mangan for 25 
years with help from the Gambino crime 
family. And the even more notorious 295, 
the New York airport freight local run by 
the Luchcsc family, was made famous in 
the film "Goodfellas.” 

Jn addition to the 70-plus trusteeships,

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Idaho gas prices creep 
up for Labor Day travel 

BOISE - Gasoline prices in Idaho have 
moved up about 1 cent per gallon since the 
July 4 holiday, according to a survey by the 
Idaho chapter of the American Automobile 
Association. 

Stuicwidc in u survey far the Labor Day 
holiday, gas prices averaged $134 per gnllon 
for self-serve unleaded. The AAA said 
national gas prices have gone up obout 3 
cents per gallon recently, so Idaho prices also 
might increase. 

Idaho’s average price for a gnllon of self- 
serve unleaded is 8,1 cents higher than the 
national average but 1 1/2 cents per gallon 
lower than one year ago. 

Nationally, travel projections indicate holi- 
day traffic volume will be up 3 percent from 
last year with an estimated 34 million 
Americans expected to take a trip of at least 
1 00 miles during the holiday. 

Overall, prices in northern Idaho averaged 
the highest at S136 per gallon and southeast- 
ern Idaho prices- were the lowest, averaging 
just more than SI. 32. 

Idaho's current average price remains 
among the highest in the country, exceeded 
only by Connecticut, California and 
Montana.

Mushroom story irks Erkins 


Bliss businessman claims magazine defamed him in article about investment venture

TWIN FALLS - A Bliss-area business- 
man claims n 1995 magazine article 
falsely portrayed him as misleading 
local doctors to invest in u mushroom- 
growing operation 10 years ago. 

Robert A. Erkins, also a former board 
member of the Federal Reserve Bonk in 
San Francisco, is seeking unspecified 
damages in the defamation action, along 
with attorney fees and costs. 

Named as defendants are the Hcarst 


Corp. and Dow Jones & Company IntL, 
Delaware corporations publishing the 
New York-based Smart Money maga- 
zine; staff writer Devin Leonard; 
Medical Economics Co. Inc., a Florida 
corporation which reprinted the article 
its magazine in January 1996; and 
Robert Ridgeway, a Twin Falls ortho- 
dontist quoted in the article. 

Erkins was featured in the September 
1995 issue of Smart Money in an article 
titled, “Doctor Heal Thyself, Doctor 
Investments," thot cited “terrible" 
investments by physicians. 


The magazine vaid cr.c dozen Twin 
Falls doctors had invested 51.1 million 
in 1954 in Bliss Valles- Foods, an oyster 
mushroom enterprise. Erkins was 
reported as promising a 20-co-l return 
an their money in five stars, fret heat 
from his hot springs and rax credits 
The article said the doctors spent 
another 51 millino in a legal battle with 
a bank and “roc dragged' into a tax dis- 
pute over their dednctaccs taken in the 
operation. Altoget her, R idgeway said 
the project cost him 52OOU0OO and called 
the inve stm e nt “sroped* in hindsight 


Erkins denied misleading investors. 

He claimed the article falsely aitrih 
uted to him repnnsibiiity for the doctors’ 
losses. Erkins also says the article false- 
ly depicted him as swindling the doctors 
bv comparing him with other people 
across the country who bilked doctors 
out of their investment money. 

A jury had found a lending haul: 
guilty of wrongdoing in financial 
problems of the business, of which 
Erkins was only one partner, said tin- 
lawsuit, filed Aug. 5 in 5th District 
Please see MUSHROOMS.

Ski area faces financial, legal woes 


SANDPOINT (AP) — The 
trustee for Schweitzer Mountain 
Resort says he intends to open 
the ski area this winter despite a 
large debt and a spate of law- 
suits. 

“I am going to do what I can do 
to keep the mountain open, but 
it’s very unclear right now what 
the future holds,” Ford Elsaesser, 
a Sandpoint lawyer appointed as 
trustee to sell the resort and pay 
off its S28 million debt, said in 
remarks published Tuesday. 

The operation needs an esti- 
mated SI million to operate this 
fall. 

“Regardless of how many 
motions and lawsuits are filed, 
it’s still my intent we open the 
mountain, and I told employees 
that," Elsaesser said. 

Resort officials said they hope 
to have more details about the 
mountain’s future by the end of 
the week. 


Harbor Properties Inc. 01 
Seattle signed papers a week ago 
to buy the resort for about $18 
million. 

But two mcml>ers of the family 
that founded the ski hill in 1%3 
are protesting the sale. Bobbie 
Huguenin and her mother, Jean 
Brown, filed lawsuits protesting 
the sale. 

Lawyer Edwin McCabe, who 
represents Huguenin and Brown, 
said the resort's fate is on bold 
until the legal issues are 
resolved. 

“Limbo is a fait. word until we 
get a ruling and die family back 
in control of the mountain,” he 
said. 

The ongoing dispute has 
delayed the sale of season passes, 
which generate about $700,000 a 
year. They could go on sale by 
early next month. 

“The more time that passes, 
the harder it’s going to be to put 


together a ski season,” Sandpoint 
Chamber of Commerce executive 
director Jonathan Coe said. “The 
fear in the community is that this 
is going to get all balled up in 
court." 

Huguenin and Brown sued U.S. 
Hank, claiming it conspired to 
take away the family fortune and 
forced them to let Elsaesser over- 
see the resort. Elsaesser was 
appointed by a federal judge in 
February. 

McCabe claims actions by 
Elsaesser were illegal, because 
hc-was appointed by a federal 
judge and the matter should have 
been handled by a state court. 

“The bank had the family set 
up to take its property and leave 
them a giant debt,’’ McCabe said. 

The family borrowed about $21 
million from U.S. Bank to devel- 
op and operate Schweitzer, but 
has been unable to repay the 
loan and some 200 creditors.

Management company persists in 
bid to handle Gooding golf course

GOODING - Heritage 
.Management won’t abandon its 
proposal to manage Gooding 
Municipal Golf Course, so Mayor 
George Dains has set a public 
hearing for 6 p.m. Sept. 16 at the 
city offices. 

Thirty years ago, Gooding 
Country Club donated the golf 
course to the city - in exchange 
for .help obtaining money to 
install a sprinkler system - and 
has managed the course since. 

Today, that sprinkler system is 
badly in need of costly repairs, 
Gary Burkett of EHM Engineers 
said. Heritage Management says 
it could address those repairs. 

Heritage Management also 
contends golf course records arc 
poorly maintained, and some city 
officials and others say greens 
fees should be equal for club 
members and nonmembers alike. 

Heritage Management plans no 
cuts in course'maintenancc. It 
expects to make its money 
through a liquor license which 
belongs to the golf course. 

But the country club has 
protested Heritage’s proposal. 

"The country dub would prob- 
ably sell all of the equipment and 
pay the proceeds out to owners 
and dissolve without a liquor 
license,” said club board member 
Tom Jones said. “It would no 
longer be a country dub, it’d be a 
social club.” 

Residents at the meeting said 
others have expressed interest in 
managing the golf course. 

.“The (golf-course mangement) 
contract’s up the first of the 


year," Dains said. “After the pulv 
• lie hearing, the council has to 
decide which way it wants to go. I 
think we will have to put it out for 
bids if this many people want it.” 
The country club board has 
returned a proposed contract to 
the council for a 15-year lease, 
with a 15-year renewal option, 
and added a 50-cent fee per nine 
holes that golfers would pay 
toward sprinkler repairs. The 
club board included a donation of 
labor and equipment use from 
the city in 'the proposed contract. 

Heritage met with the country 
club board last week and agreed 
to provide it with more informa- 
tion and costs but says those 
negotiations are separate from its 
own ' golf-course proposal. 
Heritage’s proposal has been 
amended to include a $5,000 
sprinkler-fund donation by 
Heritage at the end of the first 
year, with no labor and equip- 
ment donation from the city. 

Councilman Phil Becker said, 
"Is the country club going to 
lease its facilities to you?” 
Heritage representative 
Patricia Cassidy responded, "Do 
they move on your recommenda- 
tion or independently?” 

“it would be much simpler if 
we knew what the country club 
would do," Becker said. 

Heritage representative Kevin 
Koonce said, “You are all assum- 
ing that things have to go one 1 
way or another. We are offering a 
management package for two. 
We are dealing with two separate 
parties. In no way are we trying 
to divide the two up." 

Jones agreed to provide figures, 
for lease of the pro shop and 


maintenance equipment before 
the public hearing Sept. 16, even 
though Herbage said it will make 
no sense for it to lease the old 
equipment if it can get new 
equipment cheaper elsewhere. 

Councilman Tom Stevens 
expressed concern that the one- 
year Heritage lease would result ‘ 
in lost jobs and, at the end of the .' 
year, the city could be left with: 
no management entity. 

Kooncc expressed a willingness 
to make a longer commitment. 
Heritage looked at the one-year 
lease as an opportunity to prove 
itself to the city before seeking a 
long-term contract, he said. 

County residents should sign in _ 
before the public hearing, and 
each will have five minutes for ' 
comments on whether the council : 
should sign the agreement with ' 
the country club or open manage- 
ment of the golf course for bids. 

In other Gooding city business: 

• Burkett said bids received on 
the well house came in at 
$109,856 and $99,650. Burkett 
was asked to return to the bid- ' 
ders and find out why a ^OO-, 
square-foot building, even a brick 
one, would cost so much. 

• Bids were opened Aug. IS for '

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Declo’s new kitchen a bit behind schedule

DECLO - Construction workers 
are trying frantically to get Declo 
Elementary School’s new kitchen 
open in time for the first day of 
fall semester, hut the contractor 
says they might not make it. 

The multipurpose building,

Without registering for eligibil- 


ity, only service-connected veter- 
ans - persons with disabilities 
who are already being treated at 
Veterans Affairs hospitals - will 
receive benefits. 

Until five years ago, all veter- 
ans were eligible for the same 
benefits, said Gary Anderson, 
patient service assistant at the 
VA enrollment office in Portland, 
Ore. But in 1992 Congress pro- 
rated some benefits to according 
to income. 

The 1998 deadline will be the 
first time veterans of past wars 
will have to officially register to be 
eligible for benefits in the future. 

All veterans will be eligible for 
some assistance, however, if thev 
sign up on time, Thaxton said. 


Veterans need to enroll whether 
or not they intend to use their 
benefits right away. Statistics 
show only about 11 percent of 
veterans use the benefits they 
arc entitled to, lie said. 

Some veterans may have a 
hard time coming up with docu- 
mentation to prove their eligibili- 
ty, said Thaxton, himself a World - 
War □ co-pilot of a B-17 bomber. 
But VA officers arc accepting 
personal testimony and documen- 
tation from friends and acquain- 
tances who have witnessed a ser- 
viceman's disability.

BURLEY - This year’s Cassia 
County Fair was as busy as ever, 
and although it seemed to go 
without a hitch, not everything 
went as planned. 

Cassia County commissioners 
met with department heads earli- 
er this week and commented how 
smoothly they thought the fair 
had run. But Fair Manager Dean 
Draper had a somewhat different, 
point of view. Draper works 
behind the scenes to ensure the 
fair docs not stall or skip a beat, 
no matter the conditions. 

The biggest and most obvious 
setback at the 87th fair was the 
weather, he said. A cloudburst 
Tuesday afternoon soaked the 
fairgrounds and tested Draper’s 
resolve. 

The 19-year fair veteran said at 
the time he wasn’t sure if the 
Blackhawk concert, scheduled 
the night of the storm, would 
even be a go. 

“I didn’t know if we were going to 
do it until 6:15 and die concert start- 
ed at 7 pm," Draper said. “It was 
like soup out diere." 

The torrential downpour that 
in an hour left 3 to 4 inches of 
water behind affected more then 
just concert goers. Draper was 
getting complaints from flooded 
fairgoers in the 4-H, flower and 
art buildings while he and others 
scrambled to ready the arena for 
the concert. 

"There were calls aiming in 
from everywhere,” he said. “All 
the fairboard members were out 
there in their nice boots and 
cloths, digging drain lines and 
putting in pumps." 

Once the arena was cleared of 
standing water and the perform- 
ers, grips and sound technicians 
had packed up and gone home, 
the mud left behind created bog 
holes that could have ruined a 
bull rider's night, Drapers said. 

“The holes were about a foot 
deep and 30 feet long,” he said. 
"If we hadn’t filled those holes it 
would have been a desperate sit- 
uation with the cowboys and 
stock.” 

But filling bog holes was not the 
end of Draper’s week. Friday 
morning the fair’s main sewer line 
broke. The old ceramic pipe

Zachweja said 'passengers wanting to fly to 
Friedman from Boise will be routed through 
Seattle on Dec. 17 and thereafter. The Boise- 
to-Sent tle-to-Hailcy flights arc scheduled for 
10:20 a.m. and 3:20 p.m., Zachweja said. 

Until Dec. 17, Horizon plans to continue 
three flights a day from Boise to Hailey. Two 
flights arrive in the morning and one in the 
afternoon, the airline said. 

Without Horizon flights, many businesses

On a 
table were several carvings from 
the twisted- roots of dead trees, a 
flamingo and elk among them. 

One carving that will serve as 
his doorstop at his new residence, 
the Cove Point Retirement 
Community- 

Mis wife of 49 years, Mary 
Ellen, passed away four months 
ago. Marv said it isn’t the same 
living in the house they built 
together during their first year of 
marriage. 

Plus, he explained, he has hip 
problems from carrying huge 
slabs of meat on one side as the 
meat department manager with 
BYU Food .Services for 25 years. ..

Now, he won’t be able to take 
care of his park anymore. The 
land has been sold to relatives, 
who plan to build two homes 
there.

Priory monk gets high-tech help

JEROME - When the people around 
you order their beans through a food 
service corporation, using a high-tech 
computerized network, you should order 
your beans that way, too. 

“We make the necessary adaptation to 
the surrounding community” is the phi- 
losophy of the Benedictine monks who " 
live at Ascension Priory, east of Jerome. 

Br. Tobiah is chief cook and bottle 
washer at the priory, a job he has had 
since 1986. His official title is kitchen 
master. Tobiah buys groceries and other 
produce through the Internet to feed 
the other 10 monks and hundreds of pri- 
ory visitors . 

“I order what we need straight from 
the warehouse, using the computer 
hook-up over the phone lines,” he said. 
“We have gone high-tech.” 

Two years ago the monk had a large 
garden at the priory and raised most of 
the vegetables needed for the home- 
cooked meals served from his kitchen. 

“With the 16 guest rooms and many 
guests coming to stay at the priory, I just 
couldn’t keep up with the weeding, 
watering and everything else connected 
with the garden," Tobiah said. “So now I 
just make up the menus and grocery 
lists, sit down at the computer and place 
my order. The food service company 
delivers every tiling right to the door." 

Tobiah is assisted by Fr. Jude and a 
few volunteers who “help out when we 
have a lot of guests." Groups use the pri- 
ory’ for retreats, conferences and other 
gatherings. The nourishing food pre- 
pared by the 56-year old monk is said to 
l>e one of the highlights of a visit to the 
priory, located at a quiet spot overlook- 
ing broad farm fields and the Snake 
River Canyon. 

Tahrah said he had thought about 
becoming a monk when he was a young 
boy, but never pursued the idea. 

“As a young, man I lived in the world, 
got married and had one son," he said, 
“but the marriage didn’t work out. I was

in die Marine Corps as my first vocation 
and served four years active and two 
years inactive. I did a tour of military' ser- 
vice in Vietnam. Then in 1986, at the age 
of 45, 1 got the opportunity to become a 
Benedictine monk, and I’ve been here at 
the priory ever since - for 11 years." 

The monks take a vow of stability. 


which means they will live in one place 
for the rest of their lives. 

“We even have our own cemetery 
here," said Tobiah, who had no cooking 
experience before becoming a monk. 

“Tlie only cooking I ever did was out 
of necessity." he said with a grin. 

Now lie skillfully prepares meals in a 


modern kitchen, complete with a 
Cleveland steam oven. He has taken 
culinary, food sanitation and cooking 
courses at the College of Southern 
Idaho. He prepares Ixiiled, steamed and 
baked foods, hut never any fried food.

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Where’s that fly swatter? Fall may be coming early 


Feels like an early fall. Haven’t seen 
(lie stripes on a woolly bear caterpillar 
yet, so can’t tell if it's fining to be a cold 
winter, too, but my money’s on an early 
fall. Way too many bugs moving into the 
house already for this time of year, it 
seems. 

There are those little black beetle- 
looking things that crawl around for a 
while, then die anywhere they please. 
And the spiders and the squash bugs 
and the grasshoppers. Not to mention 
the blackflies. OK, so the blackflies 
and squash bugs don’t come inside as 
much. And maybe there's a place for 
squash bugs on zucchini (there's only 
so much zucchini bread a person can 
eat). 

Those little pointy-snouted black bee- 
tles are really Black Vine Weevils. ^ 
according to Bob Stoltz, University of '

Idaho entomologist. The adults wander 
around, not really wanting anything in 
particular; they’re just here. The little 
beasts are about 3/8-inch long, kind of a 
dull black and don’t fly. They can chew 
regular little patterns on lilacs and 
peonies, but it’s their kids that are the 
real trouble makers. Wouldn’t you 
know. 

These weevil larvae are out there 
underneath the ornamentals having a 


fine time chewing up roots. I knew I 
needed another sack of dinzinon. The 
grown-ups inside get picked up and put 
in the trash or toilet. 

And the spiders. Gcez, one day there 
were five different kinds in the house. 
Tell me there won’t be an early fall. 
They’re spinning their little egg sacs into 
every comer of the eaves already. 

Squash bugs, depending on Itow much 
zucchini you can tolerate, might not be 
all that bad. Right now, the nymphs are 
about 1/4-inch long in the Twin Falls 
area, and arc found on the undersides of 
leaves or stems. They are gray with black 
legs, and don’t care for diazinon or 
malathion at all. If you want them to 
leave the squash alone, lie sure to spray 
the undersides of leaves. If you're an 
insecticidal soap fan, keep in mind that 
you have to give the hugs themselves a 


thorough bath with the stuff before it 
will work. . 

Grasshoppers are keeping up their 
strength so they can lay eggs so you 
remember them next year. Mine are 
becoming a little sluggish with more 
thorough watering and granular dinzi- 
non. IFcy seem to dislike Sevin dust, too, 

The only way we can make this desert 
bloom is with water, and that water is 
delivered in canals. Hie bad news is that 
blackflies breed there. Throughout most 
of the summer, Bt is used on the canals 
to keep the monsters in check, but the 
control program is over now. So there’ll 
he more blackflies making life miserable 
for horses, cattle, dogs - just about any- 
body with eyes and ears, except humans. 
Try head and car nets for the horses. 
Sprays only work for a little while. Some 
horse owners swear by Avon’s Skin-So- 


Soft Bath Oil to keep bugs off the horse’s 
faces. Couldn’t hurt. 

You don’t want to be using pesticides 
in the house. Use it outdoors, around the 
foundation, after you've wcathcrized 
everything. Plug every hole you can find 
with expandable foam in a can. Stand on 
your head and spray underneath the sid- 
ing where it ingots the foundation; squirt 
the entrances for wires and pipes and 
around windows. 

. Use insecticides on foundation shrubs, 
around basement windows and under- 
neath the siding, even though you 
already plugged it. For those swift-footed 
bugs inside, get the fly swatter.

Pick those wonderful fruits right Pregnant teens can choose adoption

Here are hints for selecting 
five popular kinds of fruit now in 
season. First, a don't: Don’t store 
these fruits in plastic bags; the 
moisture buildup promotes 
spoilage. Other tips: 

PEACHES 

Go for the gold. The more gold- 
en the background color, the 
riper the fruit. Red or rose color, 
though popular in peaches, does 
not indicate ripeness. Avoid 
peaches showing green "on the 
stem end, or anywhere; these 
may rot instead of ripen. A 
punchy aroma is a plus. 

Avoid heavily bruised fruit, but 
remember that really good 
peaches may have a bruise or 
two; it goes with being fully ripe. 

Peaches that arc still firm (but 
not green) can he ripened at 
home. Place them in a bowl, or to 
ripen faster, in a paper sack with 
bananas, which will give off eth- 
ylene gas and hasten the ripen- 
infr 

Don’t refrigerate peaches 
unless it’s absolutely necessary to 
prevent spoilage. They'll never 
he as flavorful after chilling, even 
if restored to room temperature. 


PEARS 

Bartlett pears, the kind now in 
season, never ripen on the tree. 
However, they must reach a cer- 
tain maturity level before being 
picked or they won’t ripen off the 
tree, either. If the pear you 
bought green turns mealy when 
you try to ripen it at home, it 
probably was picked too early. 

Otherwise, hard, green pears 
can he ripened at home, as you 
would peaches. They’re ripe 
when the green turns to yellow. 
But watch carefully; they can 
quickly go over the edge into 
mushiness. 

TOMATOES 

A ripe tomato should be fully 
red and neither hard nor very 
soft. Tomatoes that are partly 
green can be ripened at home on 
the counter; placing them in a 
paper bag speeds the process. 

Even when ripe, however, 
some su|>ormarket tomatoes lack 
flavor and juiciness, possibly 
because they are varieties devel- 
oped for shelf life instead of 
taste. 

For more flavorful tomatoes in 
summer, try farmers' markets. At 
other times of the year, plum 
tomatoes and cherry tomatoes 


often beat full-size tomatoes for 
taste. Don’t refrigerate tomatoes 
if you can possibly avoid it; the 
taste will suffer. 

CANTALOUPE 

Cantaloupe is ripe when the 
green background color turns 
golden, close to the color of the 
skin's “webbing." Also, check for 
a cantaloupe aroma at the stem 
end (where there’s an indenta- 
tion). The opposite (blossom) end 
should give a little when pressed 
slightly. 

You can ripen a green can- 
taloupe at home on the counter. 

WATERMELON 

One Southern chef Jias this 
novel technique for checking a 
watermelon’s ripeness: He twirls 
a broom straw horizontally on the 
melon’s surface. If it twirls easily, 
indicating a smooth skin, he fig- 
ures the melon is ripe. 

For most people, the thumping 
test is more familiar. When 
thumped with your finger, the 
melon should have a hollow 
sound. 

A watermelon should feel 
heavy for its size. 'Hie underside 
. of a ripe watermelon, where it 
has rested on die ground, should 
be a pale or buttery yellow.

ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) - Chop 
up some chicken. Mix in eggs 
and rice. 

Add a bit of yogurt and a dash 
of bone meal. Stick it in the 
microwave. Now you’re cooking. 

Cooking for dogs. 

Beau, a snow-white American 
Eskimo, yaps a few times and 
twirls in anticipation before gob- 
bling the few sticky scoops 
placed in his dish. 

Dorianne Blanchard is 
pleased, too. 

Beau had been laid low by 
liver problems before she start- 
ed a cooking-and-vitnmin regi- 
men for him tills spring. Now, lie 
is showing new signs of health 
and appetite, she says. 

Blanchard is among a small 
number of pet owners whose 
idea of home pet cuisine 
extends way, way beyond scrap- 
ing leftover wieners into the 
doggie dish. 

This breed of pet chef relies 
on whole grains, fresh vegeta- 
bles and carefully calibrated 
recipes with names such as Dog 
Loaf and Quick Feline Eggfest. 
They often are sympathetic to

holistic medicine and tend to 
turn their noses up at commer- 
cial pet food. 

Meals are cooked regularly 
and stashed away for daily use 
in plastic ware and old mayon- 
naise jars. 

It lakes time and saves little 
money, if any. So why do it? 

Pet food cooks claim it brings 
wondrous changes to their cats 
and dogs: shinier coats, sunnier 
personalities, no more dog 
breath. And besides, they say, 
it’s natural. 

. .. Shawna Davics.of Plattsburgh, 
N.Y., regularly toils away at 
dishes such as “Potatoes an 
Canine,” in which the spuds arc- 
mixed with cottage cheese and 
vegetables, for her two dogs. 
Another popular favorite with 
the Davies dogs is a mix of 
brown rice, kidney beans, yeast, 
kelp, and a dash of chlorophyll 
(to neutralize dog breath). 

Davies’ dishes are based on 
recipes from Dr. Richard 


Pitcairn, a Eugene, Ore., veteri- 
narian who is sort of a Julia 
Child of the pet chef set and a 
leading figure in the holistic vet- 
erinary movement. 

Pitcairn has spent years devis- 
ing home recipes, using a com- 
puter program to make sure 
each one is nutritionally bal- 
anced for the special needs of 
cats and dogs. 

Published in his hook, 
“Natural Health for Dogs & 
Cats,” typical Pitcairn recipes 
call for raw meat, fresh grains 
and nutritional additives such as 
bone meal and kelp powder. 

Pitcairn, like many holistic pet 
health advocates, views commer- 
cial pet food with suspicion. 
Even higher-end ’dog and’eat 
food tends to be superheated to 
extend shelf life, literally cook- 
ing away some nutritional value, 
he says. 

Pet chefs generally cook 
between a few times a week and 
a couple of times a month, 
depending on whether theyVc 
feeding burly dogs or a petite 
cat. Food is then frozen or refrig- 
erated.

They can call any adoption 
agency or adoption attorney, and 
they will be treated with respect 
and sensitivity. There is no oblig- 
ation and no cost. (Look under 
Adoption Services in the Yellow 
Pages.) If young women would do 
this, they would answer a fami- 
ly’s prayers and assure them- 
selves and their babies a letter 
future. Abandonment is not the 
answer. Neither is murder. 
Adoption is.

Only one effident bulb is need- 
c d in th e main unit. Light travels 
along the plastic fiber dptlc 
cables to each of the outdoor fix- 
tures. A typical kit (by 
Fiberstars) indudes six pathway 
or four flood fixtures with a main 
unit. There are no electrical con- 
nections to get dirty and only one 
bulb to replace. 

Contour fiber optic kits are 
ideal for marking a pathway or 
lighting around water or a pool 
where electricity is a hazard.

A: It is very difficult, even for 
an experienced do-it-yourselfer, 
to apply silicone with an old 
ratchet-style gun. Each time you 
stop, you have to reach back and 
turn the rod. During this time, it 
continues to ooze out. 

Buy a non-ratchet-style caulk- 
ing gun without notches on the 
rod. It delivers the caulk more 
evenly and you can instantly 
push a tab u-ith your thumb when 
you stop to eliminate oozing.

All the piles of ears arc put into 
burlap sacks for easy transport back to 
the kitchen, where hours are spent 
shucking, freezing, canning and cooking 
up the com. 

When I was a kid living on the farm, 
we would always cook up an enormous 
batch of roasting ears on that first day 
when the corn was just ripe, and eat 
nothing but corn for the entire dinner 
meal; 

Once when I was a teen-ager, the com 
came ripe at about the same time that ! 
had connived a date with Mr. Gorgeous. 

I had taken great pains to dress just so - 
the right perfume, freshly shampooed 
hair, my newest dress. I wanted to 
impress him with my charms. 

When he arrived to pick me up for the 
date, I timed everything so / would

descend at the proper moment. I was 
stunning as I floated down the stairs, the 
picture of young innocence, a foxy chick.

As I entered the living room, 1 heard 
my father, who took great delight in 
being a smarty at my expense, say to the 
young man, "Did you know Dixie ate 17 
ears of com for dinner tonight?" 

Chances are I probably had. When my 
children were in their teens, 1 recall they 
could eat the entire refrigerator food, 
door, shelves - all in one sitting - and 
complain they were still hungry. 

I never dated the young man again. 
Unfortunately I did have to see him; (the 
school we attended had maybe 150 stu- 
dents in the entire student body). I’m

(Serves 6 average appetites or 1 hungry 


CORN AND PEAS WITH DILL 
2 cups fresh or frozen sugar peas (in 
the pods) 

2 cups fresh or frozen com 
1 sweet red pepper, chopped 
1/4 cup water 

1 tablespoon butter or margarine 
1 teaspoon chopped fresh dill 
Dash salt 
Dash pepper 

Place peas, com, red pepper and water 
in a saucepan. 

Cover and cook over high heat for 4 
minutes or until vegetables arc crisp, but 


tender. Drain. Add butter, dill, salt and 
pepper. Toss. Serves 8.

2 tablespoons lemon juice 

1 tablespoon olive oil 
1 garlic dove, smashed 
1/4 teaspoon ground cumin 
In jt salad bowl combine the zucchini, 
tomatoes, avocado, com and onions. In a 
small bowl, combine die remaining ingre- 
dients; mix well.

A good marriage - of food 
and wine, that is - takes work

How do you tame robust food? 
With robust wine, says Frank 
Ostini, chef-owner of the 
Hitching Post steak house in the 
Santa Barbara County town of 
Huellton, Calif., and a winemaker 
noted for his Pinot Noirs. 

In California, where assertive 
flavors crop up in both wine and 
food, this sort of pairing is com- 
mon, unlike in France, where, 
Ostini points out, the great 
Burgundies and Bordeaux 
demand subtle accompaniments 
that don’t mask their elegance. 

Those wines could not compete 
with a powerhouse pasta dish 
like this petme with Southwest- 
style chicken sausage that Ostini 
put together for an open house at, 
the Au Bon Climat/Qupc winery 
in the Southern California’s 
Santa Maria Valley. (Au Bon 
Climat/Qupe is. -incidentally, 
where Ostini and partner Gray 
Hartley make their wines.) 

Their 1995 Hartley Ostini 
Hitching Post Santa Maria Valley 
Pinot Noir, however, meets its 
perfect match in the penno dish. 

But the dish also works with 
other wines, as long as they are 
fruity and high in acid. Ostini 
suggests full-bodied, robust . 
Chiantis or Santa Barbara County 
Syrahs. 

It took three Hitching Post 
chefs to come up with this recipe. 
Sous-chef Jesus Montano created 
the fire-roasted tomato sauce, 
which is served in the restaurant 
as roasted tomato soup. 

Another chef. Brad Lcttau, 
came up with the idea of trying 
the soup-sauce with pasta, and 
Ostini added the sausage, a zesty 
mix of chicken, chipotle chile, 
garlic, onions and beer made by 
the San Luis Sausage Company 
in San Luis Obispo, Calif.

2 pounds tomatoes 

2 Anaheim chilics

Q. Wc would like to remodel 
our house, but we want to avoid 
the hassles we’ve heard about 
from friends who have renovated. 
How do we choose a rcmodclcr 
who will do the best job for us? 

A. Many people arc hesitant to 
initiate a remodeling project. 
Because of their unfamiliarity 
with the process, and perhaps 
influenced by stories of good pro- 
jects gone bad, some consumers 
have steered clear of updating 
their homes eventhough those 
homes arc not meeting needs as 
they should. 

Once you have worked with 
your design professional and got- 
ten a good idea of what your pro- 
ject entails, you will beginthe 
interview process for a potential 
bidder to do ihe work. You may- 
even want to consider having 
your designer assist you. 

Before the interview, be sure to 
verify that the contractor is 
licensed. Get the license number 
and verify it by calling ELVIS, 
the electronic license verification 
information system operated by 
the Department of Business and 
Professional Regulation. The 
number is (904) 488-9242. 

While not detailed, your set of 
preliminary plans is a good place 
to start the interview. Go over the 
project with the potential bidder 
at the project sire. Here are some 
considerations when selecting 
potential bidders: 

• Are they personable, 
relaxed, able to engage in conver- 
sation and not overpowering? 

• Are they good listeners? Do 
they allow you to express your 
ideas and concepts completely,

technical aspects? Effective com- 
munication is very important. 

• Can they relate to you and 
your family or lifestyle? If you 
eventually hire these remodelers 
or their company, you will be liv- 
ing with them for a period of 
time. Make sure you attain a com- 
fort level with them. 

• Do they convey a feeling of 
trust and honesty? Answering 
questions directly and completely 
is important. Do the potential 
rcmodclers have all the answers? 
Or are they able to say, “I don’t 
know, but I will get l be answer 
for you." 

• Do the bidders express a will- 
ingness to work with other pro- 
fessionals involved in your pro- 
ject? It is important that they be 
team players .if your project is to. 
be successful. Interaction is criti- 
cal between the designer, the 
interior designer, the kitchen and 
lighting designers, the landscape 
architect, etc. While the Lone 
Ranger is an admirable TV hero, 
you don’t need him on your 
remodeling project. 

• Are the bidders flexible? Do 
their suggestions sound viable? 
Do they provide references that 
you can contact about projects 
similar to yours? Steer clear of 
contractors with little or no expe- 
rience in residential remodeling. 

Q. I have a list of references 
from a rcmodclcr I am consider- 
ing, How do I check them out? 

A. References are important to 
your selection process, and it is 
necessary that you use them. You 
can assume that a contractor is 
not going to give a reference who 
is dissatisfied with his or her 


work. How then, can you find out 
what you need to know from the 
information given? 

In addition tb the usual ques- 
tions, there are others that might 
require more in-depth responses: 

• During your last remodeling 
project, did any unforseen prob- 
lems occur? If so, what caused 
them? 

• How did your builder react 
to the problems? 

• If these problems created the 
need to expend additional funds, 
were your options explained to- 
you, and did you havethe oppor- 
tunity to make decisions about 
them before work continued?

COCONUT RHUBARB CAKE 

12 cup butter or margarine, 
softened 

1 11 cups packed brown sugar 

legg 

X"2 teaspiiou salt 

1 cup milk . 

2 cups flour 

1 teaspiwn baking soda 

2 teaspoons vanilla extract 

2 cups fresh rhubarb, chopped 
or cut into t/4-inch cubes (if asing 
frozen rhubarb, thaw first and 
blot dry> 

Coconut topping (recipe fol- 
lows. 

Heat oven to 350 degrees. 
Cream butter and sugar. Add 
egg and blend. Add vanilla to 
milk. Sift salt, baking soda and 
flour together. 

Add flour mixture to egg mix- 
ture. alternating with milk mix- 
ture. stirring to combine. Fold 
in rhubarb. Pour into greased 


and floured 9-by-13-inch cake 
pan. Sprinkle with cinnamon 
and sugar topping. Then sprin- 
kle with coconut. 

Bake for 35-40 minutes or 
until toothpick inserted in cen- 


ter comes out clean. (If coconut 
browns too quickly, cover with 
tinfoil and finish’ baking.)

Don’t break your back cooking garden’s bounty

When Labor Day was declared a national 
holiday in 1894. it was with the idea of offer- 
ing Americans a day of rest between the 
Fourth of July and Thanksgiving holidays. It 
had nothing to do with creating labor for the 
family cook, who probably would prefer 
swimming in the lake with everyone else. 

Happily, Mother Nature seems to have 
understood the need for respite, and the first 
Monday in September coincides with the 
grand finale-of the summer harvest, a fire- 
works festival featuring tomatoes and squash- 
es exploding off the vine, the dazzle of golden 
corn and a last hurrah for fresh berries, 
peaches and nectarines. 

Given what the garden patch provides, the 
best thing a cook can do is not mess with 
Mother Nature. Kitchen duty should be more 
about enhancing than cooking. 

The following recipes all show off the sum- 
mer bounty. 

There are as many variations of summer 
squash bakes as there are zucchinis. This ver- 
sion goes together in a flash, and it’s delicious. 


The quantities can he adjusted to feed the 
hordes. You can add onion slices and slivered 
black olives (Nicoise, Provencal or Kalamata), 
if you like a more robust flavor. 

TOMATO-ZUCCHINI BAKE 

1 medium-size zucchini, sliced as tltinly as 
possible 

4 plum tomatoes, sliced as thinly as possible 

6 cloves garlic, minced 

2 tablespoons fresh oregano, dill or basil, or 
a combination 

Salt and freshly ground black pepper, to 
taste 

3 tablespoons olive oil 

Preheat oven to 400 degrees. Lightly oil a 
medium-size baking dish. Arrange zucchini 
and tomato slices in overlapping rows. 
Sprinkle the top with 3 tablespoons warm 
water. In a small bowl, combine the garlic, 
fresh herbs, salt and pepper and olive oil. 
Spoon the -mixture over the vegetables as 
evenly as possible.

Ask Sandra Phillips about her 
low-maintenancc house, and the 
former home economics teacher 
from La Habra Heights, Calif., 
reaches for a very long list and 
begins to read. 

There seem to'be two roads to 
' a house that will require little 
maintenance: One is not to clean 
regularly and overlook mainte- 
nance, thus freeing yourself of 
any responsibility for housework. 
The neater solution lies with 
Phillips and several other home- 
owners across the country, who 
either have designed relative 
maintenance freedom into their 
houses or had their architects or 
builders take care of it. 

Phillips is among the owners of 
low-maintenance houses around 
the country discovered by clean- 
ing expert Don Aslctt, who has 
written a book on the subject. 

Relative maintenance freedom 
is important for both families and 
empty-nest ers_ 

“We do a number of things to 
free people from cleaning tasks.” 
said Martha Moyer, manager of 
community relations for Del 
Webb Corp. in Sun City, Ariz., 
which builds retirement commu- 
nities around the country. 

Among the standard law-main- 
tenance features of Del Webb 
houses are central vacuum sys- 
tems, easy-to-dcan paints and 
wallcoverings, cultured marble or 
Corian countertops in kitchen 
and bath, low-maintenance land- 
scaping, maintenance-free brick, 
stucco or stone exteriors and, in 
Southwestern houses, tile roofs, 
“which last forever," Moyer said. 

Many products to make mainte- 
nance easier have been around for 
years: self-cleaning ovens no-wax 
vinyl flooring, closet organizers, 
earth-colored die, egpdiell enamel 
paint — just to name a few. 

But, ever use a sensor-activat- 
. ed bathroom faucet and a wall- 
; mounted hand dryer in an airport

restroom? Well, former teacher 
Phillips has installed both in 
what she calls “our 'magic or no- 
hands bathroom.'" 

“We needed a bathroom next 
to the kitchen so everybody 
could wash their hands before 
dinner after playing out of 
doors," said Phillips, the mother 
of seven boys and a girl, whose 
husband, Reed, is president of 
Los Angeles College of 
Chiropractic in Whittier. 

By making the faucat sensor- 
activated, Phillips reduced the 
number of times the sink would 
have to be cleaned. The hand- 
dryer obviously eliminated the 


need for paper towels and kept 
dirty hand towels to a minimum. 

Another high-maintenance area 
for many homeowners is around 
the base of a pedestal toilet. 

“I asked my builder if it was 
possible to install wall-mounted 
toilets," Phillips said. “He said 
that unless he could sink the 
brackets into the concrete foun- 
dation and bolt it in, the toilets 
would eventually be rocked back 
and forth off the wall. But he did 
it, and it has been a life saver." 

So all the toilets on the ground 
level are wall-mounted. The toi- 
lets in the upstairs bathrooms 
have pedestal bases, and the 


boys are responsible for making 
sure thl-y are cleaned. 

Phillips also lias a central vacu- 
um cleaner system, which, 
according to Aslctt, is a fixture in 
72 percent of all Canadian homes 
but only 3 percent of homes in 
the United States: “The openings 
only cost $4 or $5 each. All you 
really need is a 15-foot hose." 

Another innovation in cleanup 
is the sweep-in baseboard — 
holes about fmir-inches-square 
with a trap door that, -when 
opened, sucks in debris that you 
sweep in front of it. 

“You’ll never need a dustpan 
again," Aslctt said. 


;For a quick, tasty, cheap sandwich, wrap it up 


* It's the sandwich of the '90s. 
Something that’s fun for every- 
one — no matter how old or 
young you are. 

At least that’s how Lori Lyn 
Nariock, the co-author of “Wraps" 
(Chronicle Books, 1997), describes 
“wraps" — sandwiches that are an 
upscale cousin to the burrito. 

Whether you eat them out or 
create your own at home, wraps 
are made with a thin wrapper — 
usually a flour tortilla but some- 
times lavash, chapati, rice paper, 
crepes, pita or other flat bread — 
topped with an international 
array of ingredients and then 
rolled up to form a burrito- 
shaped package. 

When it comes to fillings, use 
your imagination. 

They might include Italian 
options such- as- mushrooms, • 
spinach, tomatoes and mozzarel- 
la; Asian selections including 
grilled eggplant basted with soy- 
sauce, rice vinegar and sesame 
oil; Mediterranean fillings such 
as arugula leaves, tabboulch, 
grilled chicken, and roasted red 
peppers; and even all-American 
flavors such as bacon, tomatoes, 
onions, and turkey. 

And don’t forget about dessert 
wraps. 

Nariock likes a combination of 
apple slices sauteed with maple 
syrup, lemon juice, butter and 
rum. Then she adds a little creme 
fraiche, wraps it in a tortilla, sprin- 
kles it with cinnamon and (takes it. 

There’s also the breakfast 
wrap. Try banana slices, granola, 
honey and yogurt wrapped in a 
tortilla spread with peanut butter 
and rolled. 

Nariock says the trend began 
about five years' ago in the agri- 


cultural areas, of northern 
California and in San Francisco, 
where the cooks at Americanized 
Mexican restaurants realized a 
burrito needn’t be just “rice, 
beans, meat and salsa.’’ They 
started adding tofu, vegetables 
and other ingredients. 

Today, even national chain 
restaurants have them on their 
menus. Long John Silver’s 
Seafood Shoppes call them 
“Wraps"; TGI Friday's restau- 
rants dub them “Wrappers” and 
put the fillings in a whole-wheat 
pita bread; KFC outlets name 
them “Twisters.” 

And Tyson Foods, Inc., intro- 
duced its line of Restaurant 
Favorites to supermarkets last 
month. It includes two wraps: the 
Southwest Blackened Wrap 
(strips of blackened grilled chick- 
en with Cajun seasoning in a 
.. tomaio-flavored_iortiUa).and the.. 
Mandarin Sesame Wrap (chicken 
marinated in Oriental spices 
wrapped in an orange tortilla). 

At home, thin and pliable flour 
tortillas are the easiest wraps to 
use. They contain fat that softens 
as you heat them, making the tor- 
tillas easier to roll and shape 
when warmed. . 

When it comes to the fillings, 
you can start with a layer of well- 
dried lettuce, raw spinach, radio 
chio or other leafy base to help 
keep the tortilla from becoming 
soggy after it’s rolled. Next add a 
starchy ingredient such as rice, 
grain of some sort, couscous or 
rice noodles. Top with a dressing 
such as salsa or peanut sauce. 

There are a number of ways to 
shape the wrap. You can merely 
roll it from one side of the tortilla 
to the other.. Or, place the filling 
so there’s a Finch margin around 
the edge of the tortilla. Then fold 


in one or both ends and roll from 
one edge of the tortilla to the 
other as you do in the club sand- 
wich wrap. 

For serving, Nariock rolls her 
wraps in a sheet of foil. However, 
she uses plastic wrap if she plans 
to freeze the finished product. 
Although fillings with raw veg- 
etables, eggs, fish or mayonnaise 
don't freeze well, some combina- 
tions that work include mashed 
potatoes with barbecued sirloin; 
chicken, peas, bacon and onto in 
a cream sauce; or rice and Iteans 
with sausage, she says. 

When the wrap is frozen. 
Nariock thaws it in the 
microwave before serving. 

If you want to make this a veg- 
etarian option, omit the turkey 
and use soy “bacon bits.” This 
makes a burrito-style wrap.

4 uncooked bacon slices, diced

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A: Cream of lunar, a fine, pow- 
dery substance, is derived from 
tartaric acid, which is left on the 
inside of wine barrels after the 
wine is fermented. It has several 
uses in baking. 

Cream of tartar lowers the pH 
of egg whites, making it closer to 
neutral, which has a stabilizing 
effect on them. This means that 
the egg whites will hold their 
shape better - a necessity for 
desserts such as meringues. A 
stable foam is also important in 
many cakes. 

Cream of tartar is used in 
candy making, too, because it 
helps keep sugar from crystalliz- 
ing. resulting in candy that is 
smooth, not grainy. 

Since cream of tartar is a mild 
acid, lemon juice could be an 
effective substitute in some 
recipes - but I wouldn't recom- 
mend it. Baking, more so than 
other kinds of cooking, really is 
art exact science. It’s always Itest 
to stick to the recipe - unless 
you’re prepared for some unsuc- 
cessful experiments. 

You should be able to find 
cream of tartar in the spice Sec- 
tion of most supermarkets. A 
small container will last for quite 
a while; meringue recipes, for 
example, usually call for just a 
pinch.

Olympics panel 
names Welch’s 
replacement 


SALT LAKE CITY - Tite Salt Lake 
Organizing Committee today approved a 
$1 million consulting and severance 
package for former 2002 Winter Games 
president Tom Welch, then selected 
Frank Joklik as his replacement. 

Joklik, the SLOC chairman, had been 
serving as acting chief executive officer. 
He had been expected to be named 
Welch’s replacement as SLOC president 
and chief executive officer. « 

The committee voted 174 with three 
abstentions to hire Joklik, retired presi- 
dent and -chief executive officer of 
Kennecott Corp. 

Public outrage had derailed on earlier 
agreement to give Welch S2 million and 
the SLOC was forced to reconsider. 

Welch resigned as SLOC president— 

July 29 following a domestic-violence 
battery charge that accused him of ubus- 
ing his wife, Alma. He pleaded no con- 
test and was put on probation. In a 17-6 
vote behind dosed doors, the committee 
agreed to pay Welch u $10,000 n month 
consulting fee through March 2002 
worth 5550,000. It also approved a 
$500,000 deferred compensation pack- 
age to take the place of any retirement. 

Committee counsel Jim Jardine said 
that in May the committee would put 
$500,000 into a trust account that would 
earn up to 5 percent. That would give 
Welch nearly $603,000 when the Games 
are over, but only if they wind up in the 
black. If the Games lose money, Welch 
would get nothing but the consulting 
fees, Jardine said.

Signs of strong economy again raises spectre of inflation danger

NEW YORK — New routings 
on consumer confidence and 
manufacturing suggest the econo- 
my is headed for more strength 
in the second half of the year, 
again raising concerns about 
inflation. 

Tuesday's reports come at a 
time of uncertainty in tiie mar- 
ketplace as economists scour new 
tiata for any signs showing the 
economy is moving too fast. 

While the Federal Reserve 
hasn’t raised interest rates to 
slow the economy since March, 
investors fear another rate 
increase will come in the final 
months of this year if the econo- 
my continues to grow. 


The Conference Board, a pri- 
vate business group, reported 
Tuesday that its index o'f con- 
sumer confidence showed an 
unexpected rise in August. 

Separately, the Commerce 
Department reported tiiat orders 
for big-ticket durable goods fell 
0.6 percent in July. 

But excluding aircraft and 
defense purchases, which can 
skew month-to-month numbers, 
the figures showed the economy 
continuing to expand. 

The National Association of 
Realtors also re|x>rted that sales 
of existing homes rose 2.2 per- 
cent in July to a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of -1.21 mil- 
lion units.

Northeast hut fell in the Midwest 
and were unchanged in the 
South. 

The consumer confidence 
index, calculated from a 198:1 
base of 101), is derived from- 
responses to survey questions 
sent to .1,000 households nation- 
wide. The index climbed to 129.1 
from 126 J in July. 

Consumers in August were 
— more confident about current 
business conditions than they 
were in July and also said jobs 
were more plentiful in August, 
the report said. Alxmt 17 percent 
said jobs were hard to find. 

The index measuring con- 
sumers' expectations for the 
future rose in August, after a 
decline in July.

Slide survivor wished for death after wife died 


SYDNEY, Australia (A?) — For a 
moment, when he realized his wife 
Sally lay dead beside him in the icy 
mud ol a landslide, Stuart Diver 
wanted to die too. 

“'Get it over with,* I thought. ‘If 
you’re going to take me, just do it. 
Cover me up and make it quick,"’ 
said Diver, the sole survivor of a July 
30 slide at a ski lodge that killed 18 
people, including two Americans. 

But the 27-year-old ski instructor 
also credits -the memory of hiswife 
for providing him with the spirit to 
survive 65 hours buried alive. 

"In my heart, I know that it was 
Sally's will, her resilience of spirit, 
. that gave me the strength I needed to 
hold out, to hold on, when all logic 
told me hope had vanished," he said. 

In interviews published and broad- 
cast Tuesday, Diver gave the first 
detailed accounts of his ordeal, which 
started when a landslide swept one 
ski lodge onto another at the 
Thredbo Alpine Village in southeast 
Australia's Snowy Mountains. 
Authorities suspect a stream had 
eroded the hillside. 

Diver survived three days trapped' 


in the icy water, with frostbitten feet 
as his only serious injuries. He 
believes he has yet to confront his 
grief, however — and plans a return 
to Thredbo. 

That night at the lodge, after din- 
ner and an early evening, a noise 
“like an explosion” awoke the cou- 
ple, and a second later the world 
around them collapsed. 

Everything was pitch black and 
choked with dust. Both survived the 
initial impact, and for a few seconds, 
Diver struggled to help his sobbing 
wife, whose body was pinned to the 
bed and whose head pointed down 
the mountain. 

“She was screaming, and then I 
heard the water coming,’' Diver told 
the Channel Seven of the agonizing 
minutes as his wife drowned. “That 
was it. The screaming stopped." 

Trapped in a cavity barely man- 
sized next to the body of his dead 
wife, death for him seemed “a pretty 
good option.. It was hell. I am scared 
of the dark and I'm claustrophobic,” 
Diver said. 

But anguish turned to anger and 
that, along with the knowledge his 


relatives waited in hope outside, 
steeled his determination to survive. 

As time wore on. Diver gradually 
lost feeling in his feet, and became 
hungry and thirsty. He drifted in and 
nut of consciousness. Hallucinating 
periodically, fantasy and reality 
became difficult to distinguish, the 
passing of time vague. “I could hear 
the work going on above me and I 
knew they were searching for people. 
They had to be. I could hear the 
machinery, the choppers. Even con- 
versations,” lie said. “No matter huw 
much I shouted or what noise I made, 
I couldn't make then hear me.” 
Rescuers first discovered Diver 
using sensitive sounding equipment. 
Early on Aug. 2, firefighter Steve 
I lirst called out, “Is anyone there?” 
“11(01 was the moment I came back 
to life," Diver said. “The second I 
heard that voice, I was alive.” 
Rescuers intensified their efforts, 
fearing more landslides. First physi- 
cal contact came hours later, when 
paramedic Paul Featberstone poked 
a hand through a hole punched in the 
concrete wall. After more hours of 
digging. Diver was pulled free.

“Please settle this defensive 
disagreement," asks a reader. 
“My partner argues I was wrong 
not to give him a ruff, and I claim I 
couldn't tell he had a singleton. 
Our friendship is teetering, but we 
have both agreed to abide by your 
decision" 

East took his heart ace and re- 
turned his singleton diamond, 
hoping to get a ruff. South and 
West both followed low, and 
East’s nine forced dummy’s king. 
After South drew trumps, he con- 
ceded a club to East's ace, and 
that was the end of the defense. 
East had no diamond to lead, and 
South discarded three diamonds 
on-dummy's clubs. The defenders 
got one trick in each side suit, and 
South escaped with his vulnerable 
game. 

East was unhappy about not 
getting his diamond ruff; West 
maintained his play of the ace and 
another diamond might have giv- 
en South an unmakablc game. 
“Had you field the 9-x of diamonds 
and A-x-x in clubs, I must insert 
the 10 to score two diamond win- 
ners for one down." explained 
West. 

Since the logic behind West's 
argument is sound. East must 
shoulder most of the blame. What 
could East have done to clarify 
matters for West? Before leading 
his singleton diamond, East 
• should have cashed his ace of ■ 
clubs. Early release of the club 
ace denies u desire to lead dia- 
monds twice and forces West into 
the winning play. With nothing to 
gain by refusing to win his dia- 
mond ace immediately, West 
takes East’s diamond shift and re- 
turns a diamond, and East's cru- 
cial ruff beats the game.
